Following Is the full text of the Annex- 


ation Treaty sent to the Senate June 16: 


"The United States of America and the 
Republic of Hawaii, In view of the nat- 
ural dependence of the Hawaiian Islands 
upon the United States, of their geo- 
graphical proximity thereto, of the pre- 
ponderant share acquired by the United 
States and its citizens In the Industries 
and trade of the Islands and of the ex- 
pressed desire of the Republic of Hawaii 
that those Islands should be incorporated 
Into the United States as an integral part 
thereof, and under Its sovereignty, have 
determined to accomplish by treaty an 
object BO Important to their mutual and 
permanent welfare. To this end the high 
contracting parties have conferred full 
cu „.,„ ,.„„.. „.,„_,. __

For tho 
hotu-r understanding of the subject, I 
Uu:ismit. in addition, a report ot the Sec- 
retary of State, briefly reviewing the ne- 
gotiations which have led to this im- 
portant result. 
"The incorporation of the Hawaiian Isl- 
ands into the body politic of the United 
States is the necessary and fitting sequel 
to the chain of events which from a very 
early period of our history lias controlled 
the intercourse and prescribed the abso- 
ciatlon of the United States and the Ha- 
waiian Islands. The predominance of 
American interests In that neighboring 
territory was 
first asserted In 1!>20 by 
sending to the Islands a representative 
agent of the United States. It found fur- 
ther expression by the signature of a 
treaty of friendship, commerce and navi- 
gation with the King In 1S26—the first in- 
t'-rnational compact negotiated by Ha- 
waii. It was signally announced in 1S43, 
\\hen the Intervention of the United 
States caused the British Government to 
disavow the seizure of the Sundwieh Isl- 
ands by a British naval commander and 
to recognize them by treaty as an inde- 
pendent State, renouncing forever any 
purpose of apnexing the Islands or exert- 
ing a protectorate over them. In 1S31 the 
cesslon'of the Hawaiian kingdom to the 
United States was formally offered, and 
although not then accepted, this Govern- 
ment proclaimed its duty to preserve alike 
the honor and dignitj of the United 
States and the safety of the Government 
of the Hawaiian Islands. 
"From this time until the outbreak of 
the war in 1S61 the policy of the United 
States toward Hawaii and of the Ha- 
waiian sovereign 
toward the United 
States was exemplified by continued ne- 
gotiations for annexation or for a re- 
served commercial union. The latter al- 
ternative was at length accomplished by 
the Reciprocity Treaty of 1875, the pro- 
visions of which were renewed and ex- 
panded by the convention of 1S84, embrac- 
ing the. perpetual cession to the United 
States of the harbor of Pearl River, in 
the Island of Oahu. In 1888 a proposal 
for the joint guarantee of the neutrality 
of the Hawaiian Islands by fhe United 
States, Germany and Great Britain was 
declined on the announced ground that 
the relation of the United States to the 
Islands was sufficient for the end In view. 
In brief, from 1820 to 1893 the course of 
the United States toward the Hawaiian 
Islands had conslstenly favored their au- 
tonomous welfare with the exclusion of 
all foreign! Influences save our own to the 
extent of upholding eventual annexation 
as the necessary outcome of that policy. 
"Not only is the union of the Hawaiian 
territory to the United States no new 
scheme, but It is the inevitable conse- 
quence of the relation steadfastly main- 
tained with that mid-Pacific domain for 
" i century. Its accom- 
plishment, dospito successive denials and 
postponement, has been merely a ques- 
tion of time. While its failure in is:i3 
may not be a cause of congratulation, It 
is certainly a proof of the disinterested- 
ness of the United States, tho dolay of 
four years having abundantly sufficed to 
establish the right and ability of the Re- 
public of Hawaii to enter as a sovereign 
contractant upon a conventional union 
with the United States, thus realizing a 
purpose held by the Hawaiian people and 
proclaimed by successive Hawaiian Gov- 
ernments through some TO years of their 
i irtual dependence upon the benevolent 
protection of the United States. Under 
:-;ieh circumstances annexation Is not a 
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also cedes and hereby transfers to the 
United States the absolute fee and own- 
ership of all public, Government or crown 
lands, public buildings or edifices, ports, 
harbors, military equipments and all oth- 
er public property of every kind and de- 
scription belonging to the Government of 
the Hawaiian Islands, together with ev- 
ery right anjd appurtenace thereunto ap-_- 
i>l"The existing laws of the United States 
relative to public lands shall not apply to 
such lands in the Hawaiian Islands, but 
tho Congress of the United States shall 
enact special laws for their management 
and disposition; provided, that all rove- | 
nue from or proceeds of the same, except • 
as regards such part thereof as muy be 
used or occupied for the civil, militar> 
or naval purposes of the United States 
or may be assigned for the use of tin

loeal government, s.hall be usod solely 
for the benefit of the Inhabitants'of tho | 
Hawaiian Islands for educational uinl | 
other purposes. 
"Article III.—Until Congress fhall pro- 
vide for the -government of such Islands 
all the civil, judicial and military powor* 
exorcised by the officers of the existing 
Government in said Islands shall be vest- 
ed in such person or persons and shall be 
vested in such person or persons and 
shall be exercised in such manner as the 
President of the United States shall di- 
rect, and the President shall have power 
to remove said officers and fill the vacan- 
cies so occasioned. The existing treaties 
of the Hawaiian Islands with foreign na- 
tions shall forthwith cease and deter- 
mine, being replaced by such treaties as 
may exist or as may be hereafter con- 
cluded between the United States and 
such foreign nations. The municipal leg- 
islation of the Hawaiian Islands, not en- 
acted for the fulfillment of the treaties 
so extinguished, and not Inconsistent 
with this treaty nor contrary to the Con- 
stitution of the United States nor to any 
existing treaty of the United States, shall 
remain in force until the Congress of the 
United States shall otherwise determine. 
Until legislation shall be enacted extend- 
ing the United States' customs laws and 
regulations to the Hawaiian Islands, the 
existing customs relations of the Hawai- 
ian Islands with the United States and 
other countries shall remain unchanged. 
"Article IV.—The public debt of the Re- 
public of Hawaii, lawfully existing at 
the date of the ratification of this treaty. 
Including the amounts due to depositors 
in the Hawaiian Postal Savings Bank, is 
hereby assumed by the Government of 
the United States, but the liability of tho 
United States In this regard shall in no 
case exceed J4,000,000. So long, however, 
as the existing Government and the 
present commercial relations of the Ha- 
waiian Islands are continued, as herein- 
before provided, said Government shall 
continue to pay the Interest on said debt. 
"Article V.—There shall be no further 
Immigration of Chinese Into the Hawai- 
ian Islands, except upon such conditions 
as are now or may hereafter be allowed 
by the laws of the United States, and no 
Chinese, by reason of anything herein 
contained, shall be allowed to enter tho 
-United States from the Hawaiian Islands. 
"Article VI.—The President shall ap- 
point five Commissioners, at least two 
of whom shall be, residents of the Ha- 
waiian Islands, who shall, as soon as rea- 
sonably practicable, recommend to Con- 
gress such legislation concerning thr- 
Territory of Hawaii as they shall deem 
necessary or proper. 
"Article VII.—This treaty shall be rat- 
ified by the President of the Unlt^'I 
States, by and with the advice and con- 
sent of the Senate, on the one part, and 
by the President of the Republic of Ha- 
waii, with the consent and advlee of the 
Senate, in accordance with tho Constitu- 
tion of the said Republic, on the otln-i 
and the ratification hereof shall bo o\- 
changed at Washington as soon as pos- 
sible. 


The report of the Secretary of State 
exhibits the character and course of the 
:ccent negotiations and the features of 
the treaty itself. The organization anrt 
administrative details of the incorpora- 
,ion are necessarily left to the wisdom of 
''ongress, and 1 cannot doubt, when the 
function of the constitutional treaty-

plished the duty of the National Legisla- 
ture, In the case will be performed with 
the largest regard for the Interest of this 
rich insular domain and for the welfare 
of the inhabitants thereof.

WASHINGTON, June 23.—Senator Mor- 


gan today introduced a bill for the an- 
nexation of the Hawaiian Islands. The 
bill provides that the Islands shall be- 
come a Territory of the United States in 
accordance .with the terms of the recent- 
ly negotiated treaty. 
The date set for the extension of the 
laws of this country over the Islands is 
the 4th of March, 1898, but it is specially 
provided that they may be put in force 
at an earlier day if Congress so directs. 
It is also directed that the five Commis- 
sioners provided for by the treaty make 
the recommendations to Congress In mat- 
ters pertaining to Hawaii, which shall 
be confirmed by the Senate. The bill ap- 
propriates $1,000,000 for the execution of 
Its provisions. Out of this sum the in- 
terest on the Hawaiian debt is to be paid, 
but provision for the payment of the 
principal of this debt is deferred. 
In reply to a question. Senator Morgan 
said that his bill was inteded to carry 
the Annexation Treaty into execution in 
case it should be ratified by the Senate, 
or to provide for its ratification by the 
1oint action of the two Houses in case 
the Senate should refuse to act. 
"The treaty," said the Senat9r, "can be 


ratified in the form of a majority vote- 
in each of the two Houses, thus avoid- 
ing the necessity for securing two-thirds 
of the Senate, as would be required if 
the matter should be passed upon by that 
body alone." 
The Senator said that circumstances 
would determine whether the bill should 
be pressed during the present session of 
Congress.

JAPAN OIUKCT.S TO TIIKATY.

tlatlous of Treaty. 


Ni:W YORK, June IS.— A Herald Wash- 
ington dispatch says: The attitude of. 
Japan promibes to become a serious fac- 
tor in the Hawaiian situation. The grie- 
vances which that Government have en- 
tertained against 
Hawaii have been. 
greutlv added to by the act of the Ha- 
waiians in signing the Treaty of Annex- 
ation without notifying or consulting the 
Japanese. 
The fact that the British Foreign Of- 
fice was well informed in advance re- 
garding annexation proceedings, and they 
were not altogether 
unknown to the 
French and Spanish Governments, does 
not conduce to the better feeling of Ja- 
pan. 
While the Japanese representative 
here express only the most friendly sen- 
timents toward tho United States, the 
lack of candor on the part of Hawaii Is 
unreservedly denounced, and It can be 
confidently stated that the diplomatic re- 
lations between the two Governments 
are decidedly strained. 
The Japanese Legation has received no 
Information for several days as to the 
progress of the negotiations respecting 
the indemnity demanded of Hawaii in the 
immigration matter, but it Is generally 
believed that the matter is temporarily 
held up pending further developments in 
the United States. 
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LEGAL REPLY 
TO JAPAN. 


Annexation Canuot 
Be Denial of 


Japan's Rights lu Hawaii. 


WASHINGTON, June 23.— The State 
Department has practically completed Its 
reply to the Japanese protest against the 
Hawaiian Annexation Treaty. The reply 
is understood to be a strong legal defense 
of our position, which, without In any 
sense abating our claims, does not dis- 
dain to support them by much citation 
of precedent and international law. 
It is said that Secretary Sherman will 
contend that the status of Japanese with 
reference to American citizenship has 
never been definitely determined and that 
restrictions against the naturalization of 
coolies has not been construed against 
Japanese within recent years. The ques- 
tion is one for the courts to decide. An- 
nexation cannot, therefore, be a denial 
of the rights and privileges granted to 
Japanese in Hawaii. The Chinese exclu- 
sion act does not prevent the admission 
of Japanese, and until the embargo 
against coolie labor has been held to 
apply to all Mongolians by the United 
States courts Japanese residents of Ha- 
waii may still hope to be secure after an- 
nexation in all rights guaranteed by Ha- 
waii.

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WASHINGTON, June 15.—The Senate 
made a great stride forward to Jay by 
completing the consideration of the sugar 
schedule of the Tariff Bill, except the 
provision relating to Hawaii, which went 
over. This schedule has been the storm 
center of the entire' bill, and with it 
disposed of there is a better prospect 
for speedy action on the bill as a whole. 
The first paragraph of the sugar sched- 
ule has served to bring out all the 
speeches and the test votes, and when 
'this was passed early today the other 
paragraphs of the schedule were agreed 
to without further opposition. As agreed 
to the schedule places on sugar not above 
No. 16, Dutch, 1 cent per pound and .03 of 
1 cent for every degree above 75, and on 
sugars above No. 16, Dutch standard, 1.95 
cents per pound, but on sugars testing 
below §7 degrees 1-10 cent per pound shall 
be deducted. The other provisions of the 
schedule relate to maple sugar, maple 
syrup, candy, etc. 
The amendment of Lindsay, of Ken- 
tucky, to make the rate l.S cents per 
pound on sugar above No. 1G, Dutch 
standard, was defeated—32 to 35. 
The Pettigrew amendment relating to 
trusts was then taken up and discussed 
at length. It developed considerable di- 
vergence of views on both sides of the 
chamber, the two Alabama Senators— 
Morgan and Pettus—joining Hoar in op- 
position. 
Allison finally tested the sense of the 
Senate by moving to table the amend- 
ment, which motion prevailed—ayes 3o, 
noes 32, two Democrats—Morgan and Mc- 
Cnory—voting with the Republicans to 
table, and thus turning the scale against 
tho amendment.

'to the Senate will be accomplished: that 
is, to put a stop to the aggressive course 
of Japan, which had already assumed a 
dangerous phase.

PLYMOUTH, England, June 17.-Bish- 
op Willis, ot Honolulu, has just arrived 
here from Hawaii. In an interview he 
is quoted as saying that the feeling In 
the Islands 18 against the United States 
and greatly in ravor of British annexa- 
tion, but, the Bishop adds, Great Britain 
has held aloof, although a third of the 
capital of the country is British. Bishop 
Willis said that he thought that if Great 
Britain would not take the country, the 
next best course was for Japan to rein- 
state Queen LHluokalani. 
Referring to the proposed annexation 
of the Islands by the United States, the 
Bishop aaW.the-prppoaal was only ad- 
vanced in order to please certain poli- 
ticians, as America did not want the 
Islands "because the Chinese exclusion 
act would become nullified if Hawaii was 
annexed."

JAPAN HAS ENTERED A PROTEST 


Minister Shimamura In- 


structed to Protest. 


Count Okuma Expresses His Opin- 


ion Relative to Complications 


With Hawaii. 


The Jiji Shinpo, of June 19th, pub- 


lishes the following dispatch from its 
special correspondent, dated London, 
June 17th: "The Annexation Treaty 
has been signed by the President, Snd 
will be sent to the Senate at once. The 
Japanese Government has protested 
against it." The Jiji also states that 
the Japanese Government has not only 
issued instructions to Minister Hoshi 
to protest against the ratification of 
the treaty but has instructed Minister 
Shimamura at Honolulu to protest 
against the ratification of the Annexa- 
tion Treaty until the settlement of the 
Hawaii-Japanese 
complication. 


Minister Hoshi Confirms Tt. 


An extra of the Yomiuri, issued on 


June 18th, contains the following tele- 
gram, received by the Japanese author- 
ities from Mr. Hoshi, Minister to Am- 
erica: 


"A Treaty of Annexation with Ha- 


waii by the United States was signed 
at Washington between the Commis- 
sioners of both countries on the 16th 
inst." 


COUNT OKUMA'S OPINION. 


Japanese 
Minister 
Says .Hawaii's 


Attitude Has Chanced. 


The Japan Mail, of June 18th, says: 


Count Okuma, in an address delivered 
to the local Governors, made the fol- 
lowing remarks on the Hawaiian com- 
plication, according to the 
Japan 


Times' translation: 


"Twelve years ago the immigration 


of Japanese laborers to Hawaii first 
took place, and since then more than 
40,000 have gone over, about one-half 
now remaining in the country, the 
others having returned home. The re- 
sult of Japanese immigration has been 
hitherto satisfactory, both to the im- 
migrants themselves and to their em- 
ployers. In the meanwhile, however, 
the attitude of the Hawaiian Govern- 
ment towards the Japanese laborers 
has undergone a sudden change. There 
has been a considerable increase of 
severity in the treatment accorded to 
the laborers, and the Hawaiian author- 
ities have committed acts calculated to 
restrict as much as possible the immi- 
gration of Japanese laborers. Indeed, 
If this state of affairs be suffered to 
go on, the rights and privileges which 
Japan enjoys in virtue of the treaty 
•with that country would be seriously 
affected, so that Japan has been ob- 
liged to make strong representations 
to the Hawaiian Republic. In other 
words, Japan has pointed out that Ha- 
waii s recent actions are flagrant vio- 
lations of the treaty, and irreconcila- 
ble with the spirit of international 
courtesy; that the rulings of her courts 
were wrong; that the steps taken by 
her Executive and Judiciary are not 
justifiable in reason, and that for all 
these faults the Hawaiian Government 
must be held accountable. To be more 
specific, Hawaii must pay damages for 
the losses which Japan has been oblig- 
ed to Incur on all these accounts, and 
the Republic must give sufficient safe- 
guards against repeating any such ac- 
tions in future. 


"On the basis of the above Instruc- 


tions negotiations were opened with 
Hawaii, but the reply which the latter 
has made was extremely vague, so that 
Japan has been obliged to demand fur- 
ther explanations. It is, of course, not 
possible to predict with any certainty 
the result of the negotiations. Some 
are of opinion that when a small coun- 
try adopts a high-handed attitude to- 
wards a large country, it is probably 
because the smaller country entertains 
sanguine hopes as to the backing of 
some stronger power, and that the 
present complication may therefore 
be converted into one involving Japan 
and the United States. The Count 
thinks otherwise. For not only are 
Japan and America bound by ties of 
special 
friendship, dating from the 


opening of this country for foreign in- 
tercourse, but even viewed from the 
standpoint of the American constitu- 
tion and of the principles that under- 
lie the founding of the Great Republic, 
It is clear beyond any doubt that Am- 
erica will never interfere in the poll- 
tics of other countries, much less sym- 
pathize with the present Hawaiian acts 
that are so distinctly opposed to the 
spirit of international courtesy; nor 
would America offer opposition to Ja- 
pan. 
The Count, believes that the 


question admits of a satisfactory solu- 
tion-. So long as Japan straightfor- 
wardly adheres to the dictates of right 
and Justice, as she has consistently 
done from the first, there will be no 
occasion to call in the help of a third 
party."

propounded, with addition of prac- 
tical details and political contingen- 
cies, by a correspondent of a local cou- 
tcmpoiury, who bl^ns himself "Olio 
Not Quite in tho Dark," ami hlB fore- 
cast scums to be uudoisud in u tenta- 
tive munnur--certainly Is not contra 
dieted -bv tho jouuial to which head- 
dresses himself. It is not to bo sup- 
posed that many persons will be mis- 
led by such rumors. Had the copious 
comments of the Japanese press on 
this Hawaiian complication contained 
the most shadowy indication of a de- 
sire for the addition of Hawaii to the 
Japanese dominions, there might be 
some peg whereon to hang a suspicion 
such as that formulated by our local 
contemporary's 
correspondent. 
But 


there has been not only a striking ab- 
sence of any symptom of ambition in 
that sense, but also a most emphatic 
protest against the absurdity of at- 
tributing aggressive designs to Japan 
—an absurdity gravely perpetrated by 
some of the Hawaiian annexationists, 
who from the first, have endeavored to 
magnify this complication into an In- 
strument for inciting the interference 
of the United States. It appears almost 
a waste of space to contradict such 
silly rumors. Their Incredibility must 
be patent to anyone having even a 
slight grasn^of the situation. We ven- 
ture to say*that there could not be 
found In the whole of Japan a dozen 
men, 
however irresponsible, who are 


silly enough to entertain the wild and 
most unwise project attributed to'the 
Japanese Government by "One Not 
Quite in the Dark." Japan's position 
in this matter is moderate and rea- 
sonable. She is understood to ask for 
nothing more than she has an un- 
loubted right to demand, namely, that 
Hawaii should observe its treaty ob- 
ligations, and should make reasonable 
compensation for the loss inflicted on 
Japanese subjects by its breach of 
these obligations. She has not the 
smallest wish to disturb the existing 
regimen in the Republic, but she ex- 
pects to be treated with the considera- 
tion observed by civilized States in 
•heir conventional relations with each 
other. We do not like to probe for mo- 
tives, and are willing to believe that 
"One Not Quite in the Dark" and his 
journalistic endorser 
are 
ingenious 


victims of a hallucination, but we 
would call their attention to the fact 
that they lay themselves open to the 
suspicion of deliberately playing into 
the hands of agitators who seek to 
alarm the United States in annexing 
;he Pacific Republic. 


One point to which this incident has 


jiven prominence, deserves 
special 


reference. 
"One Not Quite in the 


Dark," and the local journal in which 
tie writes, evidently labor under the 
Impression that every Japanese adult 
male receives military training. On 
that hypothesis they allege that the 
18,000 emigrants now in Hawaii practi- 
cally constitute an army, and require 
only weapons "in the use of which they 
have been trained when serving as 
conscripts at home." A little reflection 
would have obviated such an error. 
The number of Japanese males be- 
tween the ages of 20 and 40 is 6,000,000 
in round numbers, and of these only 
20,000 pass annually through the ranks. 
In other words, out of the whole 6,000,- 
000, only 400,000, or 66 in every 1,000, 
have received military training. Hence, 
if there are 18,000 adult males in Ha- 
waii, only 1,188 of them fall within 
the category to which the whole are 
assigned by "One Not Quite in the 
Dark" and his editorial fellow-thinker.

MR. BUCK'S MISSION.

YOKOHAMA, June 18.—It has been 


jtated that Mr. Buck, the recently ap- 
pointed representative of the United 
States in Japan, is. acting as mediator 
jetween Japan and Hawaii. There ap- 
pears to be no truth whatever in the 
itatement. Mr. Buck left San Francis- 
co on May 29th—so far as can be ascer- 
tained—in company with the new Am- 
erican Minister to Hawaii, and broke 
his journey by a brief sojourn in Ho- 
nolulu, where he now is. He will prob- 
ably take the steamer which started 
from San Francisco on the 8th inst., 
and which calls at Hawaii en route, 
leaving the latter place on the 15th. 
Thus his arrival in Japan may he ex- 
pected about the 26th inst. He is not 
taking any mediatory part between Ja- 
pan and Hawaii. No occasion for medi- 
ation has arisen. It seems not improba- 
ble that his own Government, desiring 
him to become familiar with the Ha- 
waiian view of the questions pending 
between the Republic and this Em- 
pire, instructed him to regulate his 
lourney as he Is now regulating it, but 
ihat its merely a conjecture.

VANCOUVER, B. C., June 12.-—The 


Canadian Parliament has passed a. bill, 
by which tho publication of a Sunday 
paper is penalized in 100 for the first 
offense and $100 for each subsequent 
one. 
Other penalties are enforced on 


the sale of Sunday papers by news- 
venders and boys. The act aims at the 
limitation of Sunday labor. 


There are no seven-day papers pub- 


lished in Canada, and those which ap- 
pear on Sunday morning are not Is- 
sued on Monday. Hence the result of 
the change will, as regards Canadian 
newspaper men engaged on dailies 'that 
now issue a Sunday paper, be that in- 
stead of working only a short time 
during the small hours of very early 
morning on Sundays, they will have to 
toil through the Sabbath afternoon and 
evening. British Columbia is chiefly 
affected by the change, as here more 
than elsewhere in Canada is it a cus- 
tom to print a Sunday paper. The 
Vancouver News-Advertiser and Vic- 
toria Colonist are both affected by 
:his 
change, which each angrily but 


vainly denounces. 


The bill for suppressing kinetoscope 


and press reports of prize-fights has 
already passed the Canadian • Senate, 
but may, through shortness of time

My system seemed 
to be poisoned, and I began to lose 
strength rapidly, for my appetite left 
me, and I could not bear the sight of 
food, what little I did eat lay on my 
chest like lead. I went to the Royal 
Free Hospital, Guy's Inn road, where_I 
was under treatment for five weeks,! 
but I got worse. After this I got an 
order-and went into the Lambeth In- 
firmary, where I was placed in No. 11 
Ward. At this time my condition had 
become serious, for I felt so sick and 
'aint that I could scarcely move, and. 
after a time, I got so bad that I could 
only get up for an hour or two faeh 
day. 
Later, large abscesses formed on 


my shoulder, and gradually spread 
over my face and the upper part cf my 
body. My face was completely covered 
with the abscesses, which, on bealinpr, 
eft deep marks that I bear TO this 
day. 
After this I'had swelling around 


be joints, and large abscesses formed 
n the calf of my leg, and I had also 
running wounds, extending from the 
:op of my ankle to the bottom of my 
'eet An offensive discharge of mat- 
;er came from the parts, and it seemed 
as if the abscesses were drawing the 
life out of me. I was now in a hope- 
less, helpless state, and felt that I did 
not care how soon my end came.

I lingered 
on In the same wretched state for two 
mor6 years, expecting and wishing 
that I should soon be out of my mis- 
ery.

SHOULD NOT ABROGATE TREATY 


Island Interests Not Inim- 


ical to Coast. 


By Present Arrangement Cane Su- 


gar Does Not Compete With 


California Industry. 


(Concluded.) 


We have no right to confound the 


private interests of Mr. Spreckels with 
the public interests, and we have no 
right to take the assurances of the fu- 
ture when we have the records of the 
past before us. Will our Government 
deal with promises, even though with 
all the warmth of truth impressed, or 
will it deal with cold-blooded facts of 
history recorded upon the mind of 
«very citizen of this'Pacific Coast? 
That Mr. Spreckels Is transferring the 
major portion of his interests to this 
State is reasonable, and but one of the 
many acts of foresight and good busi- 
ness judgment that has characterized 
him in his whole carrer, but this is not 
brought about by the possibilities of 
the beet sugar Industry, nor by the 
possibilities of the abrogation of the 
Hawaiian treaty, but is the result of 
shrewd calculation and keen appreci- 
ation of the facts of the Pacific Coast's 
future and its possibilities. 


It would appear, however, that in 


his official position in connection with 
the Hutchinson plantation, it would be 
his duty to enhance the value and pro- 
tect the shareholders in this corpor- 
ation, and not destroy its possibilities 
and prospects. We cannot understand 
the argument in the same article, 
which it Is difficult to conceive, could 
have emanated from him, which states: 
"Not even the workmen employed on 
sugar plantation and In the factory are 
native Hawaiians, but Chinese and 
Japanese coolies," when we have before 
us the report of the Hutchinson Sugar 
Plantation for the year ending May, 
1895, subscribed to by Glaus Spreckels, 
as President, and by D. C. Hewett, 
wherein we find the clause: "Our labor 
has given us some trouble during the 
past year, but we find that by being 
able to get a mixture of different na- 
tionalities, we are better suited than 
with all the labor of one race. Pros- 
pects are good for the introduction 
again of the Chinese labor, and present 
indications are that laborers will be in 
sufficient numbers for the requirements 
of the plantation." 


Thus it will be seen that there is a 


contradiction in this which could hard- 
ly have emanated 
from Mr. Claus 


Spreckels, that he himself, or the plan- 
tation of which he has subscribed him- 
self as President, shall flatter them- 
selves upon their most promising con- 
ditions that the Chinese will again be 
Introduced upon their plantation, and 


• yet in an article decry the fact that 


such should be the case. Certainly it 
would appear as though, if Mr. Sprec- 
kels has prejudice against this foreign 
element upon the plantation, he at 
least had it within his power, if he so 
elected, to remove them from his own, 
and we desire by these arguments, not 
to show any disrespect for Mr. Claus 
Spreckels, for whom we all, as a fin- 
ancier, must have the very highest re- 
gard, but simply desire to show that 
the arguments purporting to be an in- 
terview with him must have been mis- 
understood or misrepresented. 


There is no industry on. the Pacific 


Coast that we are familiar with, that 
for the years 1894-5-6-7 has paid any 
such returns as has the beet sugar in- 
terest, and during all the hardships of 
the last two years to our knowledge 
the beet sugar industry has paid hand- 
some returns and offered extreme en- 
couragement to those interested, all 
of which we hail with delight. But we 
also must not lose sight of the fact that 
any act on the part of that industry to 
further its own cause which will act 
with hardship upon a large portion of 
this population and upon many lines 
of business, and that any act which 
will have a tendency to sever our con- 
nections with the Hawaiian Islands and 
lead to disturbance, financial, commer- 
cial, political, and, for all we know, 
geographical, will reflect upon the beet 
sugar industry, and create a feeling 
of retaliation that will unquestionably 
in the course of time redound to Its 
severe injury. 


While the people may be willing, 


and certainly are, to offer their encour- 
agement to this, as well as any other 
Industry, such encouragement must not 
be at the expense of the entire coast 
and in favor of the few, and there are 
many who, in their enthusiasm for 
home industry and home product will 
be led astray by the glowing reports 
and the enthusiastic promises which 
will never,be fulfilled, and will awaken 
In their day to the error, and become 
the direct enemy to the "party" and to 
the industry that has brought about 
their ruin. It is not a healthy condi- 
tion of affairs when, for the further- 
ance of one industry, a number of oth- 
ers shall suffer, particularly in the 
present issue, when it has been clearly 
shown by past experience that the Ha- 
waiian sugar, notwithstanding that it 
has entered free into the United States, 
has not at any time entered into com- 
petition with the beet sugar, or de- 


tliis liberal government has granted,1 
and plate his sugars before the people 
of tbis country in opposition to its 
own products. If that wore tho desire 
or intention, wherein would lie the 
benefit to such planter in having the 
tree admission of his products, and by 
what right nhall we presume that such 
will lie the case in the year 1898, when 
it has never yet been the case, although 
this treaty has existed for many years, 
that the sugars of Hawaii have been 
sacrificed or have been sold in com- 
petition with the domestic product? 
And if it be true, and if it were possi- 
ble, that such would be the case, and 
that the 200,000 tons of Hawaii sugar 
will be thrown upon this market to the 
great loss and detriment of the entire 
beet sugar industry, which we positive- 
ly deny, why even then must it not ne- 
cessarily be shown that other industries 
will thrive by virtue of the reduced 
cost of this sugar, and that the Amer- 
ican refiner and the American laborer 
will find his occupation by reason 
thereof? And surely it must needs ap- 
pear as a very serious proposition 
that the very parties who have de- 
graded the article of beet sugar In the 
last season, and cast their slur upon it 
by placing it before the people at a 
reduced price and branding it with its 
deep red letters, should now be fearful 
that the cane sugar, for which they, 
themselves, commanded a higher fig- 
ure, should suffer injury to the de- 
graded beet, and we would now ask 
whether the friendly and commercial 
relationship now existing between this 
country and the Hawaiian Islands, but 
far more particularly and strategetical 
problems that enter into this treaty, 
are to be discarded upon the mere 
promises of what the beet sugar in- 
dustry of California suggests? 


It certainly seems to us as though 


too much importance has been placed 
upon the pecuniary portions of the 
contract, and altogether too little im- 
portance laid to the other advantages, 
too well known and too well under- 
stood by the brightest minds and the 
leading statesmen of the day to re- 
quire detailed mention in this article. 
It certainly seems as though if it were 
possible for a termination of this tre- 


pendent, may operate for the full year, 
may mix their sugars in the same man- 
ner as the Western Refinery has, and. 
owing to tho absence of the duty, th<> 
advantages which heretofore went to 
the refiner will now go to the smaller 
refiners, and by virtue of such planter';;

ty, laying all other interests aside, 
and tuochlng only upon the commer- 
cial Interest, It would still be advisable 
and essential that such be done only 
at such time when occasion for it de- 
mands. It will be time enough to fig- 
ure the detriments and the injuries 
done our beet interests by the Hawai- 
ian cane, when such detriment and In- 
jury shall be attempted. It is not prop- 
er in the interest of the hundreds and 
thousands who have their fortunes in- 
vested in these plantations, and the 
hundreds and thousands 
of others 


whose commercial interests require its 
continuance and the millions of others 
who see the advantages in haying the 
Hawaiian Islands a friendly power to 
the United States in times of peace. 
as well as in times of war, that until 
such time as that the injury shall be 
manifest this treaty shall be abrogated, 
merely in anticipation of what may 
come. 
Our Government has it within its 


power to correct the error very quick- 
ly, if such correction is essential, and 
if it is fearful of such disaster and de- 
struction, by virtue of the one year 
clause; why then let it remove this 
clause without prejudice to the balance 
of the treaty, and let it bold it within 
its power to abrogate this treaty at 
such time when it shall be shown and 
conclusively proven that the acts of 
the Hawaiian planter shall have shown 
themselves antagonistic to the beet in- 
terests of California, but not until 
then, and let us not -incur hardships 
upon our people and upon those who 
have invested their fortunes in Hawaii, 
relying and depending upon a continu- 
ance of the treaty until a sacrifice of 
these fortunes and the destruction of 
these people shall become desirable 
and an absolute necessity for the pro- 
tection of our own people. 


It is most remarkable that the beet 


growers who were loud In their con- 
demnation of this government in re- 
moving the bounty, and who cried out 
shame and dishonor to the government 
who would cancel its promises made to 
them, and upon which they claimed 
they based their investments, and up- 
on a continuance of which they claim- 
ed their safety was dependent, should 
now unnecessarily appeal to this same 
government to cancel the treaty with 
Hawaii, irrespective of the tremendous 
losses that such abrogation or cancel- 
lation must necessarily 
Incur upon 


the people of California, when such 
treaty, up to the present time, has 
caused them no injury, and promises 
them greater protection than -with its 
abrogation. 
We claim that under an abrogation 


of the treaty with Hawaii, with the 
present condition of the beet industry, 
and the large interest held In the vari- 
ous industries by the Trust, that capi- 
tal will not dare to enter into this in- 
dustry, and that the building of the 
Salinas refinery, If it ever be built, will 
be the last one for years, for who will 
dare to build a refinery on this Coast 
with the known fact that the industry 
was under the control and under the 
power of this large corporation, and we 
maintain that to the independent re- 
finery the abrogation of the Hawaiian 
treaty will be an Injury -which, while 
they may not at the present moment 
realize and understand, will prove none 
the less true. Under a continuance of 
the treaty, guided entirely by common 
business sense, there can be no attempt 
on the part of the Hawaiian planter to 
commence a war against the local in- 
dustry, which would antagonize the 
people of this country, and justify the 
very act that we are now discussing. 


We claim that under a continuance 


of this treaty, If the trust be not the 
purchaser of Hawaiian sugars, that it 
will regulate Itself, and only so much 
of the sugars from Hawaii will enter 
this port as will command ready sale 
at its full value. 


We claim that If the contract with 


the Trust be not renewed that inde- 


Trust and such local refiners. * 


Whereas, if the treaty be abrogated 


and the Hawaiian sugars be denied 
free entrance, the Trust will naturally 
have It within its power to oblige the 
beet industries to confine themselves 
to the manufacture of the raw sugars, 
entailing upon them the burden of 
shipment to San Francisco, there to be 
refined, and reducing the values of 
their output to the extent of the cost 
of packages, the freight, the drayag"? 
and the percentage which the Trust 
would naturally insist upon for its 
share of the profit. 
.With the honest belief that the Ha- 
waiian planter will co-operate with the 
beet industry, and forever separate it 
from the Trust, we fail to find goorl 
Judgment on the part of the independ- 
ent beet industry in furthering the 
abrogation of the treaty, although we 
can naturally see the advantage to 
such beet refineries as have contracted 
or desire to contract with the Trust, 
to deny life and prospects to the inde- 
pendent refiners. 


We trust that nothing will be under- 


stood as being intended offensive to 
those waose names have been mention- 
ed, but in the same manner as Mr. 
Spreckels is willing to sacrifice certain 
portions of the fortune and is actuated 
simply and solely by a desire, accordln; 
to his ideas, to see the sugar industry 
of California fostered and improved 
so it is believed that the contents ol 
this reply are written with the honest 
conviction that the statements are cor- 
rect, and that the ideas are for 
benefit of that same industry, and 'n 
the same manner as Mr. Spreckels Is 
endeavoring to concentrate his fortune 
in the State'of California, so It must 
be added that whatever the propor- 
tions may be, the advocates of recipro- 
city are equally interested. 


We claim that between the beet sugar 


industry and the cane sugar Industry, 
if this treaty is repeated, California 
will become the great distributing 
point, but, above all, that it will be 
time enough to destroy the fortunes 
of those who have invested their all 
in the sugar plantations of Hawaii, 
and it will be time enough to cause the 
loss to our factories and to our com- 
mercial Institutions that must neces- 
sarily to a. certain extent fall upon 


it certainly should be postponed until 
by absolute evidence of its uselessness 
its abrogation will commend itself to 
our people. 
Meanwhile the interests 


of the people at large must be consid- 
ered, even though to the displeasure 
and disappointment to a few advo- 
ates. 
We also maintain that there is room 
or the development of both beet and 
cane sugars until we fully equal the 
consumption. Until then we must not 
willfully abandon a business that has 
taken a quarter of a century to estab-

HONOLULU. 
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ARBITRATION NEXT. 


From the despatches receded 


by wa\ of Yokohama, it is appar- 
ent that the troubles between Ja- 
pan and this country are cutting 
both ways. While it is generally 
supposed—whether advisedly or 
not, we cannot say—that the im 
migration business has played a 
part in hurrying along the annex- 
ation treaty, it seems reasonably 
clear that Japanese claims upon 
Hawaii may cause more or less 
delay in the progress of the 
treatv. The information is such 
that we cannot believe the public 
remarks of Count Okuma regard- 
ing the attitude of the United 
States were made without due 
consideration of the correspond- 
ence that has passed between the 
Japanese and American Govern- 
ments. 


In view of the friendly rela- 


tions between the United States 
and Japan it seems hardly prob- 
able that the United States will 
give no weight to the Japanese 
request that annexation be de- 
layed until the present difficul- 
ties are settled. If it were not 
for the present complications we 
are not inclined to1 believe Japan 
would enter the protest, since 
with other nations it has recog- 
nized the practical American 
suzerainty over Hawaii and the 
manifest 
outcome of such a 


policy. 


We appreciate the difficulty of 


predicting the future policy of 
either the United States or Japan, 
being removed from the telegra- 
phic centers and thus unable to 
watch the developments day by 
day, at the same time we believe 
the duty of the hour is to settle 
the Japanese affair. 
It is very 


easy to say the matter should be 
settled, and another matter to 
settle it. Today we can see no 
signs of yielding on the part of 
either of the contestants. 
After 


several weeks devoted to diplo- 
matic correspondence we find 
both Hawaii and Japan assert- 
ing. ''We are right and we can- 
not sacrifice national dignity and 
honor—We will not give in." The 
question at stake is complex and 
with the different opinions given 
by diplomatic lawyers the public 
is very much at sea on the legal 
merits of the problem. But leav- 
ing the popular views aside, when 
two nations cannot agree two 
avenues of settlement are always 
open—war or arbitration. 
Ha- 


waii cannot go to war and neither 
Japan or the United States desire 
to get mixed up in warlike pro- 
ceedings. The only satisfactory 
avenue leading to prompt settle- 
ment is to submit the issues at 
stake to the decision of disinter- 
ested parties—to arbitration. Al- 
ready the Japanese papers have 
suggested the probability of such 
measures being taken. We here 
can appreciate that a settlement 
out of court is next to impossible, 
and in order to continue interna- 
tional friendship the board of fin- 
al appeal must be called upon. The 
Government of Hawaii and the 
Japanese 
representatives 
are 


honest in their desire to reach 
an 
amicable 
understanding. 


They have found out that there 
is no disposition to "give and 
take.'' 
Common sense, diploma- 


tic courtesy and international 
friendship all point to the inter- \ 
national law court with the un- j 
derstanding that the contending j 
parties will abide by the decision. 
If Hawaii suggests arbitration, 
its honesty of purpose would be 
rloarh 
and absolutely demon- 


strated

ANNEXATION NEWS. 


The news by the Mariposa re- 


Carding annexation is such as 
might have been expected. 
The 


treaty was submitted to the Senate 
by the President, it was referred to 
the Committee on Foreign Affairs 
and will be favorably reported. A 
sub-committee was listening to ar- 
guments upon the matter, and con- 
sideration by the Senate is likely 
to be deferred till December, at the 
regular session. 


Among the items of interest, a 


poll of the members seems to in- 
dicate a reasonable certainly of the 
requisite two-thirds vote, to con- 
firm. It is not likely that much, 
if any amendment will be pro- 
posed. If any is made, it will re- 
quire further reference to the sig- 
natory parties. It is, however, so 
simple that amendments are not 
likely. It will be approved, or fail 
of confirmation, as it stands. Nor 
is it unlikely that final action may 


had at this session. The Tariff 


aill must be disposed of in some 
manner, and the sugar schedule is 
so intimately linked with the sub- 
ject, that a desire to finally settle 
that question may induce the Sen- 
ate to consider, and dispose of an- 
nexation. 


ANNEXATION AND JAPAN. 


The position of the Japanese in 


this affair is most singular. 
It 


appears that some sort of protest 
against the annexation of Hawaii 
by the United States, was filed with 
the Secretary of State, when the 
Treaty was under consideration. 
As far as can-be learned, the pro- 
test was directed against the prin- 
•iple as a whole, not against annex- 
ation at this time. Ju?t what right 
Japan has to be saved, or what is 
imperiled, is not easy to see. The 
inevitable tendency of Hawaii to- 
wards annexation to the United 
States, has long been recognized 
by European powers, and none of 
them will offer objections to the 
consummation so near at hand. 


It is the more singular, because 


Japan has taken such pains to deny 
with emphasis, all intentions or 
pretentions of her own. This pro- 
test and Japan's present attitude 
would appear to conflict with all 
former statements. 
The truth 


probably is, that while denying all 
ntention to take possession of Ha- 
waii, there has been a lurking de- 
sire for foreign extension, and the 
check given by European interven- 
tion at the close of the Chinese war 
only intensified the well known po- 
pular desire to extend thi« way and 
take in Hawaii. 


JAPAN AND HAWAII. 


We took occasion in a recent 


is«ne to ?peak of the attitude of the 
newspaper press in Japan, on the 
Hawaiian question. There seems 
to be some reason to believe, that 
the continuance of the present 
ministry may lie limited with 
maintaining a vigorous policy to- 
ward Hawaii. But it is still ex- 
tremely nnlikelv that 
anything 


more than a demonstration in force 
will ever bo done,. 
In the first 


place, there i- no occasion for even 
that. 
If Japan de-ires it, ^lie can 


have at am time, a full ami clear

cate a lack of desire for the details. 
If it i& the desire to find a pretext 
for action against Hawaii, upon 
which a demonstration might be 
justified, the proper course is being 
pursued, for it is just as true now, 
as ever, that one btory is good till 
the other is told, and so far only 
the Japanese side is before that 
government. 


It is not a new and sudden 


movement on our part. The Ha- 
beas Corpus proceedings last Nov- 
ember, clearly enough indicated 
the desire and intention of Hawaii 
to restrict and control an immigra- 
tion which was becoming formid- 
able. 


On the other hand, any interfer- 


ance by Japan in quarters that the 
whole world regards as peculiarly 
in the province of the United 
States, is likely to produce strained 
relations with that government, 
and Japan cannot afford to alien- 
ate any friends in vilw of her 
coming conflict with Russia. It is 
certain that such a conflict will 
come in the future, and though it 
mav be somewhat distant, no far 
•sighted statesman will do anything 
now to render her position less 
secure with America. 


A number of the passengers, 


wholeft"Wednesday in the outgoing 
steamer Australia, went as dele- 
gates to the annual meeting of the 
Christian Endeavor Association, 
which is to be held in San Fran- 
cisco during the present month. 
Last year the annual convention 
was in Washington, and was at- 
tended by over 50,000 members 
from almost every country on the 
globe. 
Some idea of the large 


crowd that was drawn together, 
may be gathered from the fact that 
the daily meetings filled three 
large tents and also thirty churches 
in each of which meetings were 
held daily, and able speakers were 
provided. Probably no such con- 
vention has ever before been held 
in any country. At that time, the 
Secretary reported that the num-' 
ber of separate associations, includ- 
ing those in all foreign countries, 
was 46,125, and the number of 
active members enrolled exceeded 
2,755,000. 
The following state- 


ment of the origin of this remark- 
able organization 
of Christian 


workers, which includes all sects, 
has been published and is probably 
correct: "Take it all and all, the 
world has seen nothing equal to 
this uprising 
of the 
Christian 


young people in the last quarter 
of the nineteenth century. 
No 


movement of the Christian Church 
has sprung into such magnitude in 
so short a time. Its genesis marks 
a new era in the progress of Christ- 
ianity. The idea of Christian En- 
deavor, as it is now crystallized in 
this organization! of 
Christian 


young people, was born in the fer- 
tile brain of the Rev. Francis E. 
Clark, D. D., then pastor of the 
Williston Congregational Church 
in Portland, Maine, now the hon- 
ored head of the international or- 
ganization. 
Dr. Clark, like all 


leaders in great reform movements, 
did not appreciate the power or 
tremendous possibilities of his En- 
deavor plan. In a little while after 
the introduction of the organiza- 
tion in his own church, other 
churches began to inquire about it, 
and demands came for copies of 
the model constitution, until he 
was compelled to organize for En- 
deavor extension. As is generally 
the case with great reforms, woman 
had a hand in launching this new 
enterprise. That the great move- 
ment of Methodism owes its origin 
to Susanna Wesley none will dis- 
pute; that the name of Mrs. Booth 
will always be linked with that of 
the Generals in the rise and devel- 
opment of the tiahation Arm}

iii'th anniversary as Queen, though 
today's steamer will bring them. 
A London paper of June 2 gives a 
sMiopsis of the various events 
which were to take place during 
J une in connection with it, and 
among them it refers to the 22d in 
the following item, stating a cir- 
cumstance not generally known 
regarding the house of commons: 
"The 
Queen's Day.—In 
com- 


memoration of the Queen's Long 
Reign, it will be a holiday through- 
out the United Kingdom. 
Her 


Majesty will proceed in State from 
Buckingham Palace to St. Paul's 
Cathedral. The procedure adopt- 
ed in 1887 to celebrate the fiftieth 
year of her Majesty's reign will be 
substantially followed. The cele- 
bration of ten years ago was itself 
unique. It was the first time that 
the Lower Chamber as represent- 
ing the Commons of the country, 
had ever assembled to offer its 
thanksgiving on the occasion of the 
Jubilee of the Sovereign. 
Still 


more remarkable, therefore, will 
be the present service. As is well 
known, St. Margaret's, "Westmin- 
ster, is the special church of the 
House of Commons, and, with the 
exception of the Abbey and St. 
Paul's, it is the oldest foundation 
in London, dating back to the time 
of Edward the Confessor." 
From 


other sources, it is learned that, as 
the time for the Queen's Jubilee 
approached, the authorities were 
somewhat anxious as to the result. 
It was estimated that fully nine 
millions of people would be in 
London on the 22d of June. Or- 
ders had been issued forbidding 
the passage of vehicles in the 
streets, and an immense force of 
police had been engaged for -the 
occasion, 
and every precaution 


taken to ensure perfect success for 
the grand pageant. 


A gentleman well versed in 


Hawaiian affairs, now living in 
Wahington, writes as follows, re- 
;arding some of the opinions held 
by diplomats at the American 
capitol: "I hear that some of the 
young diplomats attached to the 
Foreign embassies here are much 
interested in the legal aspects of 
your difference with Japan, re- 
garding treaty rights, and are 
studying the case. These young 
men believe that you will have 
to call on the United States to 
back you up in refusing to meet 
the obligations of a treaty, be- 
cause you do not like it, and 
therefore, make yourselves sole 
judges in the matter. They be- 
lieve that the Japanese will strict- 
ly follow European international 
law, and expect that this Govern- 
ment will support them or de- 
cline to interfere in any action 
taken by Japan, which does not 
touch the rights of the United 
States in Hawaii. Inquiries are 
made for the text of the corre- 
spondence, which will show the 
exact nature of the controversy. 
Probably your method of exer- 
cising your rights may cause em- 
barrassment. 
The 
questions 


raised by your Government are 
said to be very interesting." Ha- 
waii's policy may cause embar- 
rassment and it may not but the 
verdict of an arbitration 
board 


would be readily accepted what- 
ever the result.

has won the esteem and con- 
fidence of all his readers, and 
he leaves with the good wishes of 
his associates and acquaintances. 
It is barely possible that, on reach- 
ing San Francisco, Mr. Farrington 
may receive such advices from 
Portland, Maine, as will relieve 
him from going there; in which 
event, he may return here. 


It is probably quite a fortunate 


thing, that the newspapers rarely 
represent the exact sentiments of 
a government, even when semi- 
official. If it were otherwise, we 
might expect a fleet of war vessels 
from. Japan at any moment. It is 
extremely unlikely that the Japan- 
ese government is actuated by 
any other sentiment than a desire 
to maintain friendly relations with 
Hawaii, and it will be willing to 
arrange the recent difficulties upon 
terms honorable alike to little, 
powerless Hawaii as well as to itself. 
Japan is a powerful and victorious 
nation and it is not likely to seek 
a cause of difference if none exists. 
When that government learns the 
facts on our side of the case, it 
will no doubt give them due 
weight, and the froth and fume of 
the papers will drop from sight. 
Hawaii has not sought to make 
trouble. It has acted within what 
t believed its sovereign rights, and 
within the lines of its treaty obli- 
gations. Japan will recognize our 
rights, when it fully understands 
them. 
.

FRIENDLY TO HAWAII. 


Grubb's Visit to Honolulu 


Produces Good Result. 


In August, 1895, Mr. Justice J. C. 


Grubb, of Delaware, visited Honolulu 
for one day, en route from Japan to 
San Francisco. He made the voyage 
from Yokohama to Honolulu with W. 
N. Armstrong. During the few hours 
he remained here he was entertained 
at lunch in the Pacific Club by Presi- 
dent Dole, and a number of gentlemen 
were invited to meet him. After lunch 
Senator Rice took him, in his car- 
riage, to many interesting spots, and 
drove him around the town, until the 
steamer left. 


Mr. Justice Grubb received all the 


literature bearing our political ques- 
tions and studied them carefully. On 
his return to Delaware he took pains 
to inform Senator Gray of that State 
of his personal observations among the 
"thieves and pirates" who had created 
a revolution here. As a leading Dem- 
ocrat and a personal friend of the Sen- 
ator's, his testimony regarding the 
character of these men was of great 
value, as the Senator acted as the 
spokesman for President Cleveland in 
the Senate in his violent attack on the 
new Republic. Judge Grubb has also- 
taken the trouble to fully inform the 
new Senator from Delaware, Mr. Ken- 
ney, about the Hawaiian situation. • 


The State of Delaware has just ad- 


opted a new constitution. Under it the 
Governor offered to Mr. Grubb the po- 
sition of Chief Justice, but he declined 
the offer and took that of Associate 
Justice, which involved less work. 
Few men have visited Honolulu, who 
were in a position to do the effective 
work done by him, in the interests of 
Hawaii. A leading Democrat from the 
Southern part of the State said recent- 
ly: "Since Judge Grubb saw the men 
in Honolulu, and told us about them, 
we have come to believe that annex- 
ation will not hurt us, though we don't 
take much stook in adding on new ter- 
ritory." 


PEKING 
DELAYED. 


Government Paid $1,000 to Have

The City of Peking was delayed 


from her seUtime of sailing, Wednes- 
day evening, until 10 ~a, m. yesterday, 
this to await dispatches from the Gov- 
ernment It was understood from the 
purser of the Peking that the sum of 
fl.OOO was paid by the Government for 
:he detention of the steamer. She was 
:o have sailed at 9 o'clock, but was 
further delayed until 10 o'clock. Just 
shortly before that time Alex. St. M, 
Mackintosh went aboard with a num- 
>er of dispatches, and was followed 
)y the Foreign Office messenger with 
wo bundles of reports and pamphlets. 


Is Not Interested. 


Reference was made in this paper 


yesterday to the disbarment proceed- 
ngs against two Hilo lawyers, which 
grew out of the ship Indiana scuttling 
case. In connection with this, Minis- 
ter Sewall was named as the owner 
of the vessel. It transpires that Min- 
ster Sewall has no interest in the In- 
diana and took no part whatever in 
the investigation, nor did he make a 
request of this Government to have the 
matter inquired into.

EARLY MORNING FIRE. 


Five 
Buildings Destroyed—Two 


Men Injured. 


At about 2 a. m. yesterday, the fire 


•whistle blew, summoning the engines 
and hose carts to the corner of Queen 
and Aalakea streets where a barrel of 
oil and scrapings was found blazing 
near the fence inside the lot occupied 
by T. H. Davies & Co.'s stables. A 
short time only waa necessary to ex- 
tinguish the flames. Had the barrel 
been anywhere near the barn where 
the hay is kept, disastrous results 
might have been looked for. 


The fire was discovered by Officer 


Kaana who had the beat which includ- 
ed th(* stables. While walking up and 
down lie smellert fumes ns of burning 
oil and, upon Investigation, found the 
smoking barrel. Wishing to oommunt- 
oatc with headquarters he started out 
for the telpphono exchange but before 
arriving there, the barrel burst into 
flames. He turned in the alarm ns soon 
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as possible and the engines did the 
rest. 


The bC'coml fire \vad in a long blumty 


just muukii of Xo. o engine house on 
the E\va side of Muunakea street, and 
the result was a burning to the ground 
of ihis, as well as a bad scorching of 
the two shanties on either side. 


At about 4 a. m. oue of the boys of 


No. U engine company who was on 
watch at the time, heard the noise of 
scuffling somewhere in the vicinity and 
stepped out to see what the matter 
was. 
Arriving- In the street he found 


that a fight was going on in one of 
the houses up the street toward Kau- 
makapili church. The noise became so 
loud that some of the No. 3 men were 
wakened by it. 
The boy .walked up 


the street and before long, saw flames 
creeping out of the long shanty re- 
ferred to above. He ran back to the 
engine house and touched the button 
which brought all the firemen down 
to the lower floor. 


Engineer Barnhart rushed to the 


telephone and told Central to turn in 
the alarm. 
In the meantime, one of 


the men told him that the fire was 
close by the engine house. He ran out 
to ascertain definitely and then went 
back to the telephone again, telling 
Central the exact location. "All right." 
was the response. 


The chemical engine was rushed out 


upon the street, and a ,hose was soon 
playing a stream of chemicals upon the 
flames now half way across the street. 


One tank was exhausted and still the 


other companies of the. fire department 
did not turn up. Thinking this strange, 
Engineer Barnhart ran back to the en- 
gine house and asked the boy if the 
alarm had been turned in. He an- 
swered "Yes, sir, the first whistle has 
just blown." It was about ten minutes 
after the alarm had been given to the 
chemical company, this being calculat- 
ed by the time it takes to exhaust one 
tank. 


Nos. 2 and 3 were on the scene soon 


after the'first whistle blew and it was 
learned later that Central had failed 
to turn in the alarm when told to by 
Engineer Barnhart. It was also learn- 
ed that Central telephoned twice to 
No. 3 to find out the location of the 
flre after Engineer Barnhart had speci- 
fically mentioned the place. 


At all events, when Nos. 2 and 3 ar- 


rive- on the scene they made short 
work of It and, prevented, even in the 
face of a stiff breeze, the spread of the 
flames to the buildings opposite and 
next to them. 


No blame for the slowness of arrival 


of Nos. 2 and 3 can be placed with the 
department. The whole responsibility 
lies with Central woo failed In some 
way to connect. 


Senior foreman Joseph Clark of No. 


2 was quite badly injured while work- 
ing on the fire. He had rushed up a 
flight of stairs of the shanty makai of 
the burning one to extinguish flames 
that had crept to the roof. He slipped 
and fell upon an inch pipe. Passing 
through his trousers, it produced in- 
juries that will keep him confined in 
the hospital for some time to come. 
Frank May of No. 3 was not injured in 
the slightest degree. In fact he didn't 
evel have no fall. 


The origin of the fire is attributed 


to the fight mentioned in the beginning 
of this article and which, it is sup- 
posed, caused the overturning of an 
oil lamp.

IMPORTANCE OF U. S. 
NAVY 


Is Several Times Larger 


Than That of Japan. 


Various Persons Speak of Pros- 


pects—Anyone May Be 


Pleased Hero. 


"Japan go to war with the United 


States over the Hawaiian question," 
said a naval officer yesterday, after 
reading extracts from Japanese news- 
papers, "I think not — if Japan is wise. 
The American Navy has 28 armored 
vessels, against a dozen or less of Jap- 
an. She has nearly 40 unarmored ves- 
sels, against 24 of Japan, and I believe 
America has five times as many men 
in the service. 


"Inexperienced in 
practice? Yes; 


but we have the experience of those of 
the officers, now in active service, who 
•were in the navy during the war of 
the rebellion. I admit that Japanese 
naval men have had more recent ex- 
perience, but what would it amount to 
if they were pitted against Anglo-Sax- 
ons? Their fight with China is no cri- 
terion. The Japanese are progressing, 
and in that war they went up against 
a lot of coolies, who ran away directly 
they saw an armored cruiser coming 
toward them. It required little more 
than to steam in the vicinity of a Chi- 
nese warship to capture her, and I am 
quite sure that would not be the case 
in a war with the United States. 


Take the Oregon, for instance, with 


her 40 guns and 450 men — more guns. 
by the way, than are on all five arm- 
ored ships of the Japanese Navy— do 
you think it would be a case of 
smudge? The Oregon has her guns fore 
and aft and broadside. She can shoot 
in any direction, if occasion demanded 
it, and she could shoot astern, if she 
was getting away from anything— a 
highly improbable condition of affairs, 
however. 


"I have heard it suggested that 


England might be behind Japan in 
this affair, but that is as preposterous 
as anything I have yet heard. 
Just 


think of the millions of pounds ster- 
ling of British capital invested in the 
United States, and think, also, of the 
enormous value of the commercial in- 
terests between the two countries. So 
far from England siding with Japan, 
the fear which racks the heart of one 
enterprising writer in the Orient is 
that England may interfere with the

Treaty Recommended by Foreign 


Affairs Committee. 


(From Wednesday's Daily.) 


The announcement of the approach 


of the City of Peking late yesterday- 
afternoon was the signal for about 100 
people to gather at the Pacific Mail 
wharf to learn, if possible, the first 
news from Washington, via Yokohama, 
regarding annexation. 


One of the postal clerks came ashore 


first, bringing the information that the 
treaty had been signed by Assistant 
Secretary Day, for the United States, 
and Francis M. Hatch, Lorrin A. Thur- 
ston and W. A. Kinney, for Hawaii, 
and by President McKinley transmit- 
ted, to the Senate on June 16th. That 
body voted at once to refer the treaty 
to the Foreign Relations Committee. 
Action was taken by the committee at 
once, and the treaty was reported upon 
favorably and reported back to the 
Senate. The vote was to be taken the 
next day. 


This information was said to have 


been contained in a dispatch received 
at Yokohama just prior to the sailing 
of the steamer. It could not be verified 
by either Minister Smith or Minister 
Cooper, but as United States Minister 
Sewall has said: "The treaty will ar- 
rive here on Thursday-for ratification 
by the Hawaiian Senate," the reported 
dispatch has probably been received 
here, but had not yet been taken from 
the Post Office.

Trade Circular. 


Prices Fluctuate and Close High- 


er—Confidence In Sugar 


Schedule.

SUGAR:—There have been several 
changes in the prices of refined In this 
market and for export. The Western 
Sugar 
Refining 
Company reduced 


prices of all grades of refined %c. per 
pound on the 18th ult., advanced all 
grades %c. per pound on the 4th inst., 
and again %c. per pound on the 10th 
last. Since that date there has been 
no change, and prices are quoted to- 
day as follows: 


Cube, crushed and fine crushed, 6*4 c.; 


Powdered, 5%c.; Candy Granulated, 
6%c.; Dry Granulated, 5%c.; Confec- 
tioners' A, 5%c.; Magnplia A, 4%c.; 
Extra C, 4%c.; Golden C, 4%c. 


These prices are for California, Ore- 


gon and Washington, anfl subject to 
the usual rebate of %c. per pound. 


Prices In bond for export: 
Declined 


to 4%c. for granulated on the 18th 
ult.; advanced to 4%c. 4th inst. $nd 
to 4%c. on the 10th inst. 


BASIS:—Declined to 3 l-32c. net on 


the 18th ult., 3c. net on the 24th ult., 
advanced to 3%c. net on the 4th Inst, 
and to 3^4c. net on the 9th Inst. Since 
that date there has been no further 
change. 


The following sales have been re- 


ported:

and 10,000 bags at 3%c.; 10th, spot, 
1,000 
bags at 3%c., and since the 10th 


no sales have been reported. 


EASTERN AND FOREIGN MAR- 


KETS:—As will be noted from above 
sales of raw sugars In New York, the 
market showed some weakness after 
our last circular, and a decline of l-32c. 
per Ib. was established. 


Transactions, however, were moder- 


ate and offerings limited to small par- 
cels In port, receivers preferring to 
sell and avoid storage expenses in view 
of large stocks and heavy arrivals. 


This condition continued up to the 


4th Inst., when a re-action toolc place 
and ap advance of %c was established, 
and later, on the 9th inst., another 
Refined was also advanced In New 
York on the 4th Inst. to 4 44c., and 10th 
Inst. to 4.56c. for garnulated, less the 
usual discounts of 1 per cent, and 1 
per cent. 
We quote from Czarnlkow's latest 


London circular of May 27th regarding 
the situation as follows: 


"The tendency of the market has 


undergone 
several 
changes; 
after 


firmness, dullness set in with a slight- 
ly easier prices, which was again fol- 
lowed by a recovery of about l^d. per 
cwt. on beet In nearly all positions, 
stimulated partly by some moderate 
purchases for the United States. The 
opinion peems to gain strength, that 
notwithstanding large visible supplies 
the outlook at present level of prices 
Is less dark than the statistical posi- 
tion would Justify. We are also near- 
ing the chief consuming season, and 
with the greatly exhausted Invisible 
supplies, there are likely to be wants, 
which apart from any speculative de- 
mand may bring us Increased activity 
and perhaps greater steadiness In 
values. 
"So far as cane sugar Is concerned, 


there Is as yet little disposition to poer- 
ate except for Immediate requirements, 
but as values compare In many cases 
favorably with beet, we may sooner or 
later look for an Improved Inquiry. 
The sales of crystallised during the 
week show fully steady rates to an 
Improvement of l%d. per cwt., and as 
stocks of these sugars are now very 
moderate, Importers only after spar- 
ingly. In good refining qualities very 
little has been done, while on low 
brown sorts a slight concession has 
been made." 
They also state that an Important 


feature which may ultimately have an 
effect upon the sugar trade In other 
parts of the world, and especially In 
Europe, Is the Increasing Interest 
shown In the extension of beet cultiva- 
tion in the United States. 
From the Philippine Islands cables 


speak of the Insurrection as practically 
subdued; prices out there show no 
change, but owing to a fall In the ex- 
change, shippers have been enabled to 
meet the demand In consuming centers 
at somewhat reduced quotatlns. 


In Java, grinding has commenced up- 


on a few estates, but In view of the 
low prices ruling, In consuming coun- 
tries some planters seem inclined to 
store instead of selling their produce 
as soon as manufactured. 


Our lastest mall advices from New 


York of June 10th state that there is 
an improving tendency, with steadily 
hardening of prices, and it is less dim- 
cult for importers to realize their 
views but for the moist part they are 
still practically keeping their supplies 
off the market. Sales have been made 
at. 3%c. for 96 test centrifugals, and 
3c. for 89 test Muscovados, but the 
offerings at these figures are very re- 
served. 
Since the announcement of the re-

naturally looked for in prices 


Refinery are ready buyers at the im- 


proved figures, and a good business 
could, no doubt, be done if importers 
were ready to sell, notwithstanding the 
fact, that the holdings of leliuers from 
direct imports and otherwise, continue 
remarkably large and sufficient to take 
care of their wants for consumption for 
a long time ahead. 


The new sugar schedule, as proposed 


by the caucus, provides that sugars not 
above No. 16 Dutch standard In color, 
testing by the polariscope not above 75 
degree, shall pay duty of Ic per pound, 
and for every additional degree .03c 
per pound additional, and fractions of 
a degree in proportion, and sugar 
above No. 16, Dutch standard, and all 
sugar which has gone through the pro- 
cess of refining shall pay a duty of 
1.95c 
per pound. 


It is also provided that the product 


of any country, which pays, directly or 
indirectly, a bounty on the export 
thereof, shall pay, in addition to the 
foregoing rates, a duty equal to such 
bounty. 


There was no provision made by the 


caucus for Hawaiian sugars, but since 
the 8th inst this question has been 
further considered in caucus, and fin- 
ally referred again to the Finance 
Committee. It is expected this com- 
mittee will recommend the restoration 
of the House provision regarding the 
treaty, which, however, may be done 
today or later. 


We are of the opinion that the treaty 


will continue undisturbed, with recom- 
mendation that the President shall ne- 
gotiate for modification, but will not be 
restricted as to the terms. The oppo- 
nets of the treaty are still making a 
desperate fight, and latest reports pre- 
dict that the President will soon nego- 
tiate a treaty of annexation, which has 
also had the effect of strengthening our 
cause, as It Is considered by many that 
If the question of annexation 'is to be 
acted upon; it is not desirable to dis- 
turb the present reciprocal relations 
until such action Is taken.

Work-More Rain Is 


Needed.

Mr. J. M. Homer, of Kukaiau, has 
lbo introduced a new style or method 
of transporting the cane to the mill, 
which has proven a decided success. 
This new method consists of a wire 
rope that extends from the mill to the 
top of the cane field. The cane Is 
brought down on trolley wheels to 
the mill, by gravitation alone. The 
best day's work so far Is 33 clarlflers a 
day of 12 hours; although more, it is 
thought, will be done in the future. 


In the Kohala district great improve- 


ment is also seen in plantation and 
mill work. The Kohala mill leads 
with a nine-roller mill and chemical 
control. 


The crop has been raised from three 


to five thousand tons. Haw! has two 
sets of three-roller mills, and a cane 
shredder. The Union mill, a three- 
roller mill, and two two-roller mills, 
is worked under chemical control. 
There are two other mills with five- 
roller mills and some good machinery 
in the district. There is one drawback 
to this, and that is the dry weather. 
It is felt more in Hilo and more still 
In Hamakua, while at Kohala many 
of the fields of cane are quite burnt up 
for want of rain. One new departure 
in mill work here is a process of lim- 
ing the juice cold Instead of hot. This 
method precipitates a gum, or what is 
called dixtran, which can be eliminat- 
ed in no other way. Tours very truly,

through the sugar-cane districts of 
Hawaii shows that great progress has 
been made in this industry, and no- 
where is this improvement more in 
evidence than on this Island. Indeed, 
so vast have most of the plantations 
grown and so great is the improve- 
ment that one wonders what magic 
influence could have wrought 
the 


change. This improvement is not, we 
are glad to say, confined to the plan- 
tation and mills, but extends to the 
schools and roads, and, indeed, is seen 
everywhere. 


In respect to the roads, I would say 


that if good roads are an evidence of 
a nation's prosperity, then Hawaii is 
coming to the front most rapidly. ] 
will also say that the Government and 
those who have superintended the 
making of these roads, deserve great 
credit for the excellent and substantial 
manner in which the roads have been 
constructed. We might wish to see a 
little more progress mad6 on the 
work, but even at the rate it is going 
now, 
we hope soon to see, what 2C 


years ago would have seemed impos- 
sible, a carriage road from Hilo to 
Hamakua. 


When this is completed it will be a 


red-letter day in the history of Ha- 
waii, and then there will be no more 
desirable places of residence than in 
these two favored districts. 


The planters of this district, too, 


have for many years been at the front 
and up-to-date in all the best meth- 
ods of cultivation and manufacture, 
and they have been quick to adopt all 
the best inventions and labor-saving 
devices and Improvements pertaining 
to this industry. 


One of the latest and, perhaps the 


best, is the stubble digger, which is 
used, not as a stubble digger, but as a 
fertilizer distributor, and it 1s said to 
be the best machine ever used for the 
purpose. In the sugar mills the im- 
provement is great, indeed, and their 
success splendid.

They were kept in a cage 
during the day in Mr. Marsden's office 
and charmed the employees in the 
Judiciary Building with their beautiful 
singing. 
In the afternoon, the cage 


was taken to the hospital and the 
birds given their freedom. 


From the experience of Mr. Pfluger 


in Portland, where, he says, the birds 
began mating the year they were intro- 
duced there it seems no doubt that 
there will be a noticable increase in 
the number of Mocking birds In Ho- 
nolulu next Spring.

It turns its head in a 


very self-conscious manner to the 
right and left, jerks its tail occasion 
ally, raises its wings over its back, 
bounds up quickly, and descends again 
to the same spot, all the time singing 
without interruption. 


He is such a cherry, lively bird, that 


it would attract general attention even 
if it were not a beautiful songster. Its 
talent of imitating other birds and 
its own sonorous song, at once make 
it noticeable wherever it occurs. 
It 


knows better than any other birds how 
to acquire the love and good will of 
man. Its happy disposition, its extra- 
ordinary developed gift of mimicry, 
its wonderful song, and not the least 
their truthfulness, make them the 
most beloved and most cherished of 
all bird kind. The mellowness of its 
song, the varied modulations and gra- 
duations, the extent of its compass, the 
great brilliancy of execution are un- 
rivalled. There is probaly no bird in 
the world that possesses all the musi- 
cal aualifirations of this "King of 
song," who has derived all from Nat- 
ure's self. All the notes gurgle forth 
wildly 
Intermingled, without, how- 


ever, any lack of graceful sweetness. 
Its pong flows out like a rippling brook 
of tunes and melodies, ever new. ever 
irresistable and peculiarly charming.
